A Century of Floor Coverings 


The Hundred-Year Association, comprised of a group 
of business, civic and educational organizations located 
in New York and having a background of over one 
hundred years, have just presented the Association’s 
plaque award to Simon Manges & Son, wholesalers of 
floor coverings to interior decorators, in recognition of 
the firm’s activities in New York for over a century. 

An interesting account of these activities appeared in 
the October, 1953, INTERIOR DESIGN which described how, 
in 1853, Simon Manges opened a carpet business when 
Manhattan north of 57th Street was confined mainly to 
farm land and cow pastures and Grand Street was the 
city’s main shopping center. 


From A. H. Thiemann, left, secretary of Hun- 

dred-Year Association and vice-president of 

New York Life Insurance Co., Fred S. Ruben, 

president and treasurer of Simon Manges & Son, 

dealers in floor coverings, receives plaque in 

recognition of his company’s activities in New 

York for 104 years. 
Naturally, Simon Manges sold the Victorian carpets of 
the period, with ingrain carpet, a flat cloth-like material 
manufactured in floral designs and in small all-over 
motifs, called church patterns, comprising the bulk of 
the carpet business. It was also made in standard-size 
rugs, called “art squares,” which today are called area 
rugs. Manges also sold imported Axminster carpet, 
Smyrna rugs made of shaggy reversible material in 
Oriental designs, Japanese matting, which was cheap 
and popular and still sells in the South, as well as velvet 
and tapestry Brussels carpets, manufactured by the old 
E. S. Higgins factory on Worth Street. Virtually all these 
floor coverings were figured, as there was little demand 
for unpatterned carpet. The luxury of a wide color range 
was unheard of a century ago, and the customer who 
ordered “dark red” took what she could get. Today, 
Manges deals in all carpets made by the country’s lead- 
ing manufacturers. 
Old Manges records reveal that tapestry Brussels carpet 
sold regularly at 65c a yard, and this included the laying 
and lining. Only paper lining was used in those days: 
felt lining, of which Manges was a pioneer user, appeared 
fully sixty years later.

OUR 25TH YEAR 


It was April 1932 that the first issue of INTERIOR DESIGN was published. Since its 
inception its editorial and publishing policy has been dedicated to the growth and 
development of the interior designer-decorators into a professional group. 

Pursuing this policy has been most gratifying. The interior designer-decorators 
of this country have become an important professional group, and their impact has 
been very great culturally as well as economically. INTERIOR DESIGN magazine, we 
believe, truly reflects this growth in its own development. 

We have confined the circulation of INTERIOR DESIGN to a primary market of interior 
designer-decorators—operating as independent units and in retail homefurnishings 
stores—in both the residential and the contract fields, and to the support of allied 
interests. INTERIOR DESIGN is, therefore, a magazine with a single market influence. 
From an advertising point of view we do not have any secondary markets, such as 
architects or industrial designers, to serve. Secondary markets result in secondary 
circulations. And maintaining a secondary circulation means that a part of the 
editorial content must be reserved to support the interest of the secondary groups in 
the magazine. This, of course. means that the interests of the magazine’s primary 
market must suffer, and the magazine becomes less vital to its primary audience. The 
interior designer-decorator is a specialist, and the magazine serving him must also 
specialize. This has been the role of INTERIOR DESIGN since its inception. 

For the first five years of publication the magazine, in pocket-size format, was titled 
The Decorators Digest, but there developed the conviction that the term “decorator” 
did not indicate adequately the function of the interior specialist. Research disclosed 
that the terms “decorator” and “interior decorator” had, from the time of the guilds 
in England, been used to describe the function of the craftsman-painter. An editorial 
campaign was conducted over a period of two years recommending that readers 
change the nomenclature of their profession from “decorator” to the more accurately 
descriptive “interior designer.” The suggestion was received enthusiastically, and the 
magazine accordingly changed its title to INTERIOR DESIGN in April 1937. The pocket- 
size format was expanded to its present size in March 1940. 

INTERIOR DESIGN suspended publication during World War II, and the key members 
of the staff went into the service of the government. Publication was resumed in 1949, 
to the delightful surprise of over 7,000 subscribers; its return was also welcomed by 
the manufacturers and jobbers. 

Although a capsuled review of the magazine since its founding in April 1932 seems 
appropriate at this time, the basic reason for this piece is to acknowledge my sincere 
appreciation to the following sources who, with their advertising patronage during the 
first year, made this magazine possible: Baker Furniture Factories, Inc.; Jacques 
Bodart, Inc.; Camden Upholstery Shops; Charak Furniture Co.; L. C. Chase Co.

One of the outstanding features of the Club Im- 
perial in Dallas’ Baker Hotel is its integration of 
architectural background with furnishings: Since 
the designer, John Astin Perkins, is qualified as 
both an architect and an interior designer, this is 
not surprising, for Mr. Perkins was in the unusual 
position of being able to collaborate with himself 
in carrying out these important phases of design. 
In planning the spatial arrangement of the club, 
he divided the interiors into two main parts which 
in turn are arranged in several areas. The cocktail 
lounge and bar are entered from the street and 
join the main dining room but can be closed off 
from it by sliding doors; entrance from the hotel 
lobby is directly into the main dining room with a 
dining alcove at one end and a private dining room 


at the other.

Stark’s is a highly successful restaurant and foun- 
tain service operation with an open kitchen. The 
redesign solution was complete, with new hung 
ceiling, terrazzo floor, teakwood paneling, mirrors, 
lighting fixtures and all new kitchen equipment and 
decoration. The public’s attention is drawn to the 
restaurant by uniting architectural lighting with 
that of the interior, and at night the combination is 
both decorative and functional and most effective. 
Teakwood was used throughout for all the architec- 
tural woodwork and furniture, with the fountain 
top having a shaped front arm rest for convenience 
of patrons. All the finished details of the woodwork 
are in brass, and are accented by the specially de- 


signed lighting fixtures. White marble, white

Upon entering the Red Lion Tavern one is con- 
fronted with a full suit of armor in a tunic bearing 
the identifying red lion trademark. Then, through 
an open doorway with heavy oak doors, there is 
a glimpse of comfortable barrel-back chairs, up- 
holstered in antique white leather, at oak tables 
set before open wine shelves in a timbered room 
with wine-red carpeted area matching the curtains. 
The basic problem in renovating here was to en- 
hance the beauty of an older existing room, adding 
a spirit of friendliness and cheer, and preserving 
its dignity ard atmosphere of good fellowship. The 
admirable results were obtained by first painting 
the existing dark red brick walls white, refinishing 
the dark woodwork in a natural tone, and creating 
an open-hearth charcoal broiler to look like a fire- 


place which patrons look directly into. The fire- 


place is equipped with pewter dishes, ladles and 


irons, and a huge black kettle hung from a crane 
over the coals. A flagstone area is elevated to form 
a terrace, making the broiler lower, and to meet 
the higher floor level of an adjoining room. Huge 
false beams are used to drop the height, and the 
ceiling above is blacked out with paint. The bar 
area is severed from the dining area by a divider 
approximately forty inches high on which is dis- 
played decorative armor. Additional interest is 
given the bar by a canopy decorated with antique 
mugs, pistols and trophies. The top of the bar 
counter is replaced by glass revealing a red velvet- 
lined tray containing a labeled collection of antique 
regimental insignias, and a back bar has been 
created by taking tiers of half wine kegs and plac- 
ing them on yokes before a mirrored backing to 
give them the illusion of double depth and reflect 


the room, making it appear wider. 


Through entrance doorway one glimpses 
Hickory barrel-back chairs, upholstered in 
antiqued white leather, and oak tables set 
before open wine shelves in timbered room 
with carpet matching wine-red curtains; 
elevated floor is flagstones. 
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In main dining room huge false 
beams reduce height, and ceiling 
above is blacked out with paint; chef 
cooks at open-hearth charcoal broiler 
placed within big fireplace, permitting 
patrons to look directly into glowing 
coals. Opposite end of room, shown 
at right, shows Phoenix stools and 
tables, and wine-red carpet from Jack 
Brownlie, bar separated from dining 
area by low divider on which are dis- 
played antique armor and swords.

Actual copper coins were imported from Australia 
and England to enhance the decorative motif of 
The Copper Coin, a remodeled century-old coffee 
shop. These proved comparatively inexpensive, 
since the total cost of the several thousand coins 
used was only about fifty dollars, less freight. The 
coins are incorporated with the décor wherever 
compatible with the contemporary architectural 
features of the room—hung from the ceiling above 
lighting fixtures, imbedded into metal wall sconces, 
used on pegs in the wall sheathing, and as the main 
decorative feature of the room on black steel wires 
forming a screen divider between areas. Mainte- 
nance features include the use of washable plastics 
wherever possible and terrazzo flooring in all serv- 
ice areas. Laminated plastic is employed on in- 
terior window sills, and assures a permanent clean, 
fresh look. The décor was designed as a simple 
background for the copper coin theme; paneling is 
wormy chestnut with light and dark shading, and 
upholstery and draperies are bitter green. These 


colors, along with pale blue on tables and in the 


carpet, and white on walls complete a crisp color 


scheme. The owners of the restaurant report that 
since remodeling business has more than doubled, 
and the interior decoration “has succeeded far be- 


yond our expectations.”

Business Practice 


Uses the acceptance of a job by a decorator, imme- 
diate recognition must be given to business and financial 
responsibilities assumed by him and by his clients. The 
relationship must be based upon a firm understanding 
of the services to be rendered by the designer and the 
acceptance and payment for such services by the client. 
To avoid the resulting unpleasantness of unresolved 
misunderstandings, a written contract spelling out the 
conditions of the engagement SHOULD be prepared. 

The contract may be a formal one prepared by an 
attorney, a standard form such as those prepared by the 
American Institute of Decorators, or a letter contract. 
Generally, lengthy and involved contracts can be avoided. 

Since the conditions inherent in every decorating and 
designing job will always vary, it becomes difficult to 
formalize all conditions ina single contract. However. 
agreements must at a minimum cover the following 
points: 

1. Scope of services ——a complete description of the 
services that the decorator will render. Being spe- 
cific in this category will avoid fuiure disagreement 
as to what the client “thought” the decorator was 
going to do. 

. Proposals — The contract should provide that a 
description of all items to be purchased, services to 
be performed and prices to be paid be presented 
to the client in a written form to be approved by 
the client before the decorator will proceed with 
the work. Upon the signed approval by the client, 
the proposals become part of the contract. 

. Fee basis and manner of payment: A complete 
description of fee basis, fixed or percentage; fees 
to be charged for services performed by painters, 
carpenters and other contractors; deposits required 
and terms of payment. 

. Reimbursement of expenses: A statement should 
be made as to what expenses shall be reimbursed 
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By Harry Siegel, C.P.A., partner in the New 
York accounting firm of Siegel & Seltzer. 
This column is in no way to be construed as 
a discussion of legal problems nor an in- 
cursion into the legal Concepts of Contracts. 
The purpose of this discussion is to point out 
some office procedural problems. 


to the decorator. Travel expenses, blueprints, ship- 
ping and storage charges are examples of expenses 
that should be reimbursed. 

. Extra services and work performed by others: A 
statement covering payment for services ordered 
by the client and not contemplated in the original 
proposal. 

. A statement pertaining to ownership of specifica- 
tions, designs and samples. 


It has been my experience that point “2” in the above 
listing captioned “Proposals” is a major inclusion in a 
well-run office. It is impossible to list in the contract 
every major and minor item to be purchased or service 
to be performed. Therefore, I have suggested the use 
of an informal “secondary contract” called a proposal. 
Upon the selection at any interval of one or more items 
for the job, the proposal is prepared in triplicate and 
addressed to the client. It completely identifies the items 
in every detail including price so that there can be no 
future misunderstanding. Two copies of the proposal 
are mailed to the client with a request that the client 
sign one copy and return it to the decorator with the 
specified deposit. 

The signed proposals signify the client’s acceptance 
of the articles selected and become part of the original 
agreement. I cannot stress too strongly that a decorator 
dealing with the “residential trade” should never place 
an order with a trade source until he has received a 
signed copy of the proposal accompanied by a deposit 
from his client. 

Many decorators have expressed the thought that they 
will offend their clients by requesting a written contract. 
The experiences of our many clients does not substantiate 
this fear. On the contrary, they find that the security of 
working in a business-like manner more than offsets any 
reaction from possibly offended clients. 








Offices 


The problem confronting the interior designer in 
developing the offices of the advertising firm shown 
here was presented by limited space that had to be 
given an air of greater dimension in order to afford 
more efficient reception and working areas. The 
method employed included reduction of decorative 
elements to the fewest number, use of a clear color 
palette, regard for efficient furniture arrangement 
and proper scaling of the furniture. This attention 
to details is evidenced further in the conference 
room where a sink and small refrigerator have been 
installed for preparation of refreshments. How well 
the means have justified the end is shown in the 
spacious effect that has been attained throughout.

Epitor’s Note: Early studies in painting and music 
led Gerald Barcroft Ewing to an interest in the emo- 
tional effects of light, culminating in work in New 
York with Thomas Wilfred, at the Guildhall School 
of Music and Drama in London, and Yale University. 
During World War Il he served with Army Engineer 
Intelligence, attached to the R.A.F. After the war, 
he established offices in New York and Connecticut as 
lighting consultant. Outstanding work by Ewing, 
where lighting plays a major part in the conception 
and development of the architectural design, includes 
Dep’t. of Commerce Trade Fairs at Milan and Paris, 
and the Information Center just completed at Colonial 
Williamsburg. His interest now is centered in the 
further development of the art of light as a positive 
design element. 


nteriors to be integrated and completed require 

teamwork of the various professions, not least of 
which is the lighting consultant. Using light as a de- 
sign element, he creates with the architect the unity 
of form and space, keeping in mind the all-over de- 
sign of materials, colors and textures to be used by 
the interior decorator. It is a miscalculation of cause 
and effect to decorate interiors without being fully 
informed as to the methods of lighting to be em- 
ployed. Form, texture and color of objects are 
drastically changed by the quality of light, from 
direction, pattern, intensity and color of the light 
beam. 

Lighting must be considered from the very con- 
ception of the building as to effects desired and 
possible ways of achieving them. That an interior 
may appear attractive on paper in the form of a 
rendering does not guarantee the success of the 
final three-dimensional realization unless the light- 


ing can achieve the visual effects shown.

The Circular Section 


With the light source at the center or focus of 
a circular reflector the rays are reflected back 
through the source, thereby increasing the candle- 
power of the emerging rays. The increase will 
vary greatly depending on such factors as reflector 
efficiency and filament form. For example, in a 
projection system the increase will be 40 to 60 





The Parabolic Section 


If the light source is at the focal point of a para- 
bolic section, the reflected rays will be essentially 
parallel. This contour is used in searchlights, 


spotlights, automobile headlights, etc. The center 
and right-hand illustrations show the loss in con- 
trol that results from having the source off focus. 





per cent with a monoplane filament, and 20 to 30 
per cent with a biplane filament. Circular reflect- 
ing surfaces are used in projection systems to 
concentrate more light on the condensing lens, in 
downlights, and in some indirect reflectors (in- 
cluding silver-bowl lamps), etc. 












Spread reflecting surfaces 
spread the light so that the 
source is not definitely mirrored. 
But since the diffusion is incom- 
plete, the surface brightness is 
definitely related to viewing 
angle. For example, aluminum 
painted surfaces appear bright 
at certain viewing angles and 
dark at others.

Like other architectural design elements, lighting 
must be conceived in terms relative to human di- 
mensions and emotions. The psychological effect 
of lighting is evident all around us. The warmth 
and intimacy of firelight, the exhilaration of shim- 
mering sea or sparkling ice, the joy of seeing the 
variety of forms, patterns and colors created by 
sunlight filtered through undulating leaves.

In designing the interiors of the new Maplewood 


Memorial Library, Keith McCandless, manager of 
Schulz & Behrle’s contract division, developed the 
planning around several basic considerations: 
function, relationship of interior furnishings to 
architecture, and creation of an overall design 
pattern into which all necessary equipment and 
furniture would fit. The library’s architecture is 
a contemporary adaptation of the colonial style, and 
the building boasts an outdoor reading terrace 
leading into a handsome landscaped garden. The 
standard clichés of library furnishings were re- 
jected, and much of the furniture was specially 
designed after considerable research into the re- 
quirements of the library’s operation. Even card 
catalog cases were altered to meet particular re- 
quirements of space and to fit in with the modern- 
ized design. To depart from the monotony of rows 
of wooden chairs lined up around rows of plain 
wooden tables, chairs in several different styles 
were selected, and sofas were added for homelike 
touches of graciousness and comfort. Upholstery 
fabrics of vinyl plastics are varied in color and 
texture, and although the furnishings are mostly 
contemporary in design, the simple straight lines 
of the furniture are softened with warm colors, 


printed curtain fabrics and informal arrangements. 


In children’s reading room, walls are 
soft yellow, bench and Huntington 
sofa are upholstered in mocha Nauga- 
hyde, curtains (not shown) are circus 
print by Dan Cooper; Armstrong floor 
is ember-copper and mauve; note that 
height of bookshelves is within easy 
reach of children.

Early in the 1890’s Manges became a wholesale firm, 
but continued with some retail business also. This was 
the period of “heavy” decoration. The best interiors 
were those with the most brocade at the windows, the 
thickest velour on chairs and the greatest quantity of 
carving on the sideboard. There was also a craze for 
Turkish décor about this time, exemplified in varicolored 
draperies, elaborate brass lamps with red panes of glass, 
and carved tables. The most successful Turkish room 
was that which had the least light and no air at all, a 
decided contrast to the light, airy interior which we look 
for today in decorating. In the Gay Nineties only the 
wealthy clientele could afford the ultra-fashionable in 
decorating, whereas today good taste in interior design 
is enjoyed by a major portion of the populace. 

In 1896 the Manges firm changed its name to Simon 
Manges & Son, and so remains today, although in 1923 
it was incorporated. In 1925 the firm moved to new 
quarters at 14 East 32nd Street, where it remained for 
twenty-six years before moving in 1951 to its present 
offices at 575 Madison Avenue. The firm has not only 
outgrown its sales offices, but warehouse space as well, 
and will shortly open a new warehouse building of 36,000 
square feet. 

In 1954 Fred S. Ruben was elected president and treas-

—these are still the hallmark of Charleston, despite the 
turmoil of the 20th century. Only three of the fifty-one 
houses illustrated are “museum houses;” all the others 
are functioning residences of discriminating Charlestoni- 
ans.

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BOOK REVIEW. continued from page 242 
ground as vital documents explaining the spirit of each 
respective age. The great range of civilization is por- 
trayed through the fluctuation of the visual arts, the de- 
velopment of the graphic arts and the ascendancy of the 
intellectual arts. The centuries are divided into periods, 
and the recurrent pattern of man’s progress is pointed 
out, artists are classified, and the principles of design— 
on which all art is based—are defined. A summary is 
given of the essential elements which distinguish one 
period from another; the architecture is analyzed, fur- 
niture and accessories are classified, and the painting and 
sculpture are catalogued. 

A section on Prehistoric Civilization is followed by a 
résumé of the contributions of the Ancient World; a sec- 
tion of thirty-two pages, with almost 200 drawings, covers 
the Middle Ages; and the Renaissance is presented in 
thirty-six pages, with over 300 drawings, not as an artis- 
tic movement, but as an intellectual expansion; the 18th 
century appears as the Age of French Influence, a period 
which applied skill and intellect to the art of living, and 
the styles of architecture and furniture are clearly out- 
lined for purposes of identification; the romantically 
inspired products of the 19th century are analyzed and 
found of less importance than the century’s intellectual 
arts—especially its music. Every type of artistic expres- 
sion has enjoyed a period of greatness, as the author

ing how to save space, how to remodel old houses, and 
how to make attic spaces livable. 

A useful feature for decorators is the chapter discuss- 
ing costs and budgets. “A good rule of thumb in esti- 
mating for the average two-bedroom house,” advises the 
editors, “is to allow about 65% of your budget for furni- 
ture, 20% for floor coverings, 10% for curtains and 
draperies, 5% for lamps, pictures, etc., with such major 
items as a television set and piano provided for outside 
the budget. Of the 65% for furniture, figure 35% for 
the all-wood pieces, 25% for upholstered pieces, and 5% 
for springs and mattresses; of the 20% for floor cover- 
ings, allow 15% for living and dining areas and 5% for 
all others; of the 10% for draperies, allow 8% for living- 
dining areas and 2% for all others.”

Decorators and architects toil in the interests of a 
higher standard of living, and their works reflect man’s 
desire for material comfort. For these designers this 
book will have a special significance. 

It was not until the early years of the present century 
that the West gained access to the architecture of Japan 
and came to appreciate its finer qualities. Today it is a 
constant source of creative inspiration to builders and 
craftsmen designing in the modern style, and this book 
tells why. Paramount among the reasons is the fact that 
Japanese architects create in obedience to certain forma- 
tive principles in direct relationship between the form 
imposed by the purpose of a structure and the materials 
of which it is made. The two purposes served by the con- 
tent of the book are to show what lies at the heart of the 
Japanese art of living, and to show our own architec- 
tural designs and activities in a comparative perspective 
which by contrast would appear to be forgotten. The 
book is distinguished by its accomplishment of several 
major objectives, including an exquisite collection of
